Twenty-fifth infantry, in 


testimony before the senate com- 


» Bttlttee on military affairs. He testified 


that while running from his quarters 
to Company B barracks after being 
••awakened by the firing the night of 
Aug. 13, the shooting was going on, 


"and 
it came from the town and was 


.toward the hospital on the military 
reservation. He said bullets were 
whizzing over his head. This is the 
first direst testimony given by any of 
the discharged negro soldiers that the 
•Ure came from the town. Sanders 
said that he served in the army 25 
years, 6 months and 23 days, including 
the campaign in Cuba and three years 
,ln the Philippines. At Brownsville he 
bad a house to the left of company 
quarters and directly in front of the 
hospital. He said he started on a run 
to B quarters, and just after leaving 


I -his house the firing "was renewed. As 
-Ik .he reached C quarters he said he saw 
1 that men assembled there were ex- 
I eited and shouting to each other. He 
| testified he heard Lieutenant Greer 
f~ 'give the order to break the racks

where the guns were kept. Sanders 
•told of finding his own company in 
confusion and of his efforts to straight- 
en it out. He oaid he found some of 
the men down on their knees and that 
others were yelling to put out the lan- 
tern. so that It would not furnish a 
target for persons to shoot at. "I told 
the men to stand up and be soldiers 
and that it was better to be shot in 
the ranks than out," said Sanders. 
'"When the men did not stand up I 
told them aorae other things I don't 
.want to repeat here." 
. On cross examination Sanders said 
he could not tell the location of the 
first shot. He said he had been under 
41re several times and was familiar 
with, the various makes of arms. On 
that night it was "mixed firing," he 
eaid. He thought it came from six- 
shooters, "Winchesters and Mausers. 
He said that he had nothing to do 
With the shooting; did not know 'any- 
one who had; did not suspect anyone 
and had made diligent inquiries among 
.the men to find out from them what, 
If anything, they knew, and has been 
unable to get any information. He 
declared that lie had not withheld any 
Information and that there was no 
"conspiracy of silence. He said that 
he had reported the affair to Major 
Penrose, although it did not appear in 
-his evidence taken by Captain Lyons. 
Indeed, he said he had not stated thia 
-to anyone else until this time. He had 
not been asked about it and did not 
volunteer information. "I am looking 
after Sanders first," said he. He

AN EARTHQUAKE 


DOES 
DAMAGE 


AT KINGSTON 


Kingston, Jamaica, 
Feb. 12—The 


heaviest earthquake shock since iho 
destruction of the city, January 14, 
came last night and many of the shat- 
tered structures toppled over. People 
were aroused 
from 
sleep and 
ran 


into the streets and parks where they 
remained much of the night. It is 
said that at least ten blacks who had 
tempted fate by moving into wrecked 
buildings were buried and are dead. 
The tower of the parish church, one 
of the oldest in the island, was left 
greatly out of plumb by the great 
shock, and last 
night much of the 


superstructure well into the street. 
Headquarters house, where Governor 
Swettenham conducts his affairs, was 
badly damaged. 
Great cracks were 


left in the walls by the- first quake, 
and it 
was 
considered dangerous. 


Now that the walls have slipped 
again and many bricks have fallen, 
no one will enter the place. The gov- 
ernment papers will be rescued, and 
it is probable that the governor will 
establish new headquarters today.

re"al greatness of Abraham Lincoln 
that each recurring anniversary of 
his natal day is signalized by a more

The Han Who Will Direct the Distribution of J, D, Rocke- 


feller's Princely Gift to Education-Hope Ex 


pressed That Denison Wiii Shore Handsomely, 


Granville, O., Feb. 12—Much in- 


terest is felt, naturally, in the per- 
sonality of the man _who is to direct 
the distribution of the greatest sum 
of money ever given to education. The 
general secretary of the 
Education 


Board, to which Mr. Rockefeller has 
just given $32,0<)KooO, in addition 
to his previous sift of $11,000,000, 
is Dr. Wallace H. Buttrick. 


The Education Board has been in 


existence only three 
or four years, 


and has attracted 
little attention 


from the public at large up to this 
time, but it has been understood by 
those in position 
to Know that the 


Board was intended to be the chief 
agency for the disiributioa 
of Mr. 


Rockefeller's gifts, and 
that these 


gifts were to be upon a larger scale 
tti.au anything ret known in the his- 
tory of education. It was with this 
understanding only that Dr. Buttrick, 
one of the leading younger members 
of the Baptist denomination, gave up 
his important ]> • •' ;-ate of one of the 
•wealthiest church^ in Albany, N. Y., 
to assume the position of executive 
officer of this society. 
The society, 


in a quiet way, has already accom- 
plished a vasl

of 
good, 


though principally in the south, ~jp 
to this time. 


A representative of this paper on 


Tuesday talked with Rev. A. S. Car- 
man, educational

is, in many respects, one of the most 
important men in America. He is not 
only the business representative 
of 


John D. Rockefeller in many of his 
great enterprises, but he is associated 
with Mr. Rockefeller chiefly as the 
adviser of 
the multi-millionaire in 


the distribution of his benevolences. 
Mr. Gates, also, was a Baptist preach- 
3r and a student at Rochester, a little 
before Mr. Buttrick and I came to the 
seminary, but he was one of the few 
students whose 
name I heard fre- 


quently in Rochester 
after he had 


left. 
He became pastor of a church 


in Minneapolis and was called from 
this position to be secretary of the 
American Baptist Education Society, 
which founded the University"^ Chi- 
cago.

'Vnr. Arbor, Mich., when he was plan- 
ling for the infant institution at Chi- 
cago.

From Latest Returns Indicate a Vic- 


tory for Boers—Russian 


Elections. 


Johannesburg, Feb. 12. — The first 


election to parliament under the new 
Transvaal constitution will he held 
Feb. 20, with every prospect of the 
Boers obtaining a useful working ma- 
jority in the house of representatives. 
The nominations for 69 seats occurred 
Feb. 9, and Monday 10 Hetvolk (Dutch 
party) candidates were declared un- 
opposed. The campaign has been a 
straight Sght between the Progres- 
sives (British party) and the Hetvolk. 
The latter secured the support of a 
number of British labormen, mine 
workers, who are opposed to Chinese 
labor. 


Russian Elections. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 12. — The re- 


turns from the elections in the big 
cities are arriving very slowly. Only 
Moscow, Kursk, Odessa and Kazan 
tave reported, the last two incom- 
pletely. The opposition won substan- 
tial victories in Moscow and Odessa. 
In Kazan the result was 45 Oetoberistt 
and 35 opposition electors chosen. 
Discord between the Constitutional 
Democrats and Socialists is responsi- 
ble for this poor showing. The smaller 
titles of Smolensk and Voronezh have 
been carried by the Social Democrats, 
Vladivostok has elected three Socialist 
*lectors, two of whom are in jail and 
the third in exile.

machine was discovered accidentally 
In a chimney of the bouse occupied by 
Count Witte, the former premier. The 
machine was timed to explode after 
the family had retired for the night.
